The board approved a report on 
the ice skating program at Beaty 
field this winter, 
tor which the 
board provided supervison. Total 
cost ran $296 with $41.06 the share 
of each the school board and bor­ 
ough council. The state covers the

A cneck in the amount of $422.91 
was received from the state as re ­ 
imbursement for the milk program.. 
This special program for last month 
listed a cost of $884 for the board, 
with the monthly summary showing 
a $44 loss. 
Payments approved included $988, 
substitute teachers, 
$76,

’services; $70, recreation; $152.25, 
janitors’ overtime; $7,680.34, or- 
ders written during the month. On 
recommendation of the finance com­ 
mittee $51,051.61 in bills was ap­ 
proved, the major portion of this 
going to the jointure. 
In other action expenditures of 
$472.50 for 875 boxes of straws 
and $237.60 for 36 cases of napkins 
were granted. The leaders also 
approved spending up to $600 for 
library books in the elementary 
schools next term. 
Two additional teachers will be 
hired to teach the fourth and sixth 
grades at South Street school in 
1957-58, as the Jefferson and Lacy 
buildings can no longer handle these 
extra classes. This year the schoo, 
has taught only the first 
t h r e e 
grades. Next term only the fifth 
grade will not be instructed. 
Two faculty members on leave 
Miss Joan Kondak and Mrs. Clem 
entine Carlson, will return to the 
local school system next year; Bar 
bara Lester was made a full time 
secretary at Jefferson school anc 
will also help other principals; and 
the resignation of Mrs. Nancy Carr 
as dental hygenist was accepted as 
of June. 


In response to enquiries by War­ 
ren borough the district engineer of 
the Pennsylvania State Highway De- 
jartment has revealed that his of- 
:ice lacks the authority to take over 
sections of borough streets, but 
says the addition of such a section 
can be done by legislature. It thus 
seems to be up to Assemblyman 
Allen E. Gibson and Senator L. E. 
Chapman. 
The district engineer suggests 
that the route by way of Fourth 
and Morrison would not be recom­ 
mended by his department because 
of the physical features of the Penn­ 
sylvania ave. and Morrison st. and 
the Fourth ave. and Morrison st. 
intersections. He also does not like 
the railroad crossings on Fourth. 
But he suggests that a route by 
way of Fourth and Laurel would be 
given favorable consideration as an 
auxiliary route. If the state would 
approve such a route, Warren would 
have $19,000 to spend either on the 
rest of Fourth or on such streets 
as Glade ave. 
There is one little angle we must 
not miss, however, We do not want 
just an approved alternate. That 
would do no more than allow us to 
put up signs. We still would have 
the maintenance costs. If we do 
anything at all it should be through 
our elected representatives 
who 
could have this stretch added to 
the state highway system. 
Our point is that it already is 
being used by truck drivers and 
motorists who are aware of the 
short-cut and we are paying the 
enormous cost of maintaining what 
amounts to a main artery of the 
state highway system. This should 
be assumed by the state and our 
Harrisburg representatives should 
be petitioned by us to see that the 
state assumes its responsibility.

KINZUA DAM REQUIRES 
TECHNICAL SUPPORT 
It takes more than a knowledge of 
algebra, trigonometry, physics, and 
chemistry to build a dam. It also 
required an awareness of public 
opinion and some training in help­ 
ing to mold it. In this respect the 
army engineers are doing a very 
poor job on the Kinzua dam. They 
always have. 
The engineers in Pittsburgh don’t 
seem to know where their friends 
are. Though they might not be ex­ 
pected to have the skill to write 
interesting news articles and to 
carry on a clever publicity cam­ 
paign, they at least should be suf­ 
ficiently familiar with the news 
mediums of their area to keep those 
mediums provided with the true facts 
about whatever projector which they 
may be working. 
It points up in sharp relief that 
too many engineering schools are 
limited to technical training and very 
little of anything else. It makes the 
three-two plan sound much more 
adequate when it comes to turning 
out a well balanced citizen. In the 
three-two plan, a student attends a 
liberal arts school for three years, 
receives a well-rounded education, 
including 
mu c h 
basic technical 
knowledge, and then specializes in 
two years of concentrated engineer­ 
ing study. 
The flood of propaganda that has 
been released in opposition to the 
Kinzua dam since it first was ap­ 
proved by Washington in the late 
1930’s has resulted in many incor­ 
rect conceptions on the part of 
those who reside in this 
a r e a . 
Strangely, many people will swallow 
anything they see in print, no matter 
how irresponsible the publisher may 
be, or they will believe anything a 
curb-stone acquaintance may pass 
onto them. 


There is nothing very original 
about the stories that are peddled 
about the Kinzua dam. The same 
kind of distortions may be found in 
any area where public dams are 
proposed. It has become a matter 
of policy for powerful interests in 
this nation to oppose anything of 
this nature that is to be built by 
the government. If they can find 
friends in the area who will help 
give credence to such tales the 
opposition is strengthened. Such has 
been the case in Warren since the 
Kinzua dam became a gleam in Uncle 
Sam’s eye. 
But while this attack has been 
enjoying a great success, the coun­ 
ter attack has been non-existent. 
As a writer, broadcaster, and edi­ 
tor we went many years without 
hearing anything but the opposition’ s

side. Not once did we receive a fac­ 
tual release from Pittsburgh. 
While those who opposed the dam 
actually had a full-time publicity 
man preparing releases to discredit 
the dam and making speeches before 
many groups in an effort to stop it, 
the engineers sat on their hands and 
did nothing. 
This seems a bit costly to us. 
Inasmuch as we have spent some 
fairly fancy sums to prepare the 
groundwork for this dam, it seems 
that the public’s money is being 
wasted if those who do the job do 
not support their study and work 
with statements to the press and 
radio. 
The public certainly is 
entitled to the facts, facts for which 
it is paying good tax money. 
It became necessary for this re ­ 
porter to buy the full Ohio River 
Report, which must have cost the 
public a few bucks to prepare. He 
had to study it thoroughly as his 
first step toward knowing what the 
Kinzua dam was all about. This 
could have been condensed into a 
few sheets by alert engineers and 
the public could have seen the value 
of the dam in the pages of all papers 
in this area and could have heard 
it on all the radios. 


From there we proceeded to make 
further studies. We had to write 
private engineers and colleges for 
hydro-engineering facts that could 
be applied to the Kinzua situation. 
As a rank layman we were forced 
to put all these facts together and 
come up with the opinion that some­ 
one was shooting the wind, and that 
the dam was not the big, bad buga­ 
boo it was being made. 


And just one reporter, digging 
away in this manner, let enough 
light in so that others took inter­ 
est. The ball grew in size after 
a few hard turns, and a couple of 
floods 
almost 
convinced people. 


But we had to wait eight more 
years for another costly flood to 
convince the people and to arouse 
the politicians. 
All of this could have been done 
much earlier by an enlightening 
series of intelligent releases from 
the engineers. And even now, with 
many friends gained through last 
year’s flood, the press of the entire 
state is being flooded with m is­ 
statements of fact, and the 
few 
answers from army engineers which 
we have seen have been in papers 
off the flood path. 
If we are going to spend a million 
dollars to get ready for this dam, 
and we already have spent or ap­ 
propriated half that much, it seems 
we also should receive regular re ­ 
leases from the engineers concern­ 
ing what is going on. It is our job 
they are doing and we see no reason 
why the press should have to dig 
and beg for the facts. 
If these engineers came out of 
West Point, the Point is lacking in 
imagination. If they are graduates 
of other colleges, the curriculum 
was lacking in balance. The public 
deserves more t h a n curb-stone 
chatter and layman opinions when 
it comes to spending this kind of 
money.

special, one called an Iberian holi­ 
day, a trip to Japan and a round the 
world trip. 
The costs are based on the p re ­ 
ceding year and can change as they 
go, but they range from $135 for the 
New England jaunt to $2255 for the 
trip around the world if you go cabin 
class, $2130 if you travel tourist 
class. 
Some of the European trips are 
called 4-week specials and cost 
about $700. These are covered much 
by bicycle and by foot. There also 
are the more extensive trips through 
Europe by Volkswagen.

In the European trips the plan 
is for the group to stay together 
for about thirty days. Then the 
m em bers can spend two to four 
weeks of independent travel. P a s s ­ 
age both ways is included in the 
price, and all expenses while with 
the group for the first thirty days. 
It sounds like much fun, 
and 
certainly* is an economical way to 
see other countries close up, and 
to meet their people. Trained lead­ 
e rs are with every group which 
consists of probably seven people 
and no m ore than ten.

K1NZUA DAM AND FISH 
For some reason, which may be too 
apparent, there is a constant effort 
to discredit the proposed Kinzua dam 
as being of any value to fishermen 
and others who can use water for 
their outdoor pleasure. In view of 
the experience of those who live in 
areas where sim ilar dams have been 
built, such statements seem a bit 
ridiculous. 
Residents of Tidioute, for exam­ 
ple, need only to talk with their 
neighbors in Tionesta or take a 
short drive to the Tionesta dam. 
We have seen it swarming with 
visitors who were enjoying a var­ 
iety of fun. 
But the pay-off comes from the 
power companies, which are blamed 
by many for being those who con­ 
stantly buck dams that are pro­ 
posed by the government. Of course 
they have earned this reputation by 
actually opposing such dams in many 
cases, not because the dams were 
wrong, but because they wanted to 
do it themselves. 
Now we are receiving publicity 
releases which are telling how val­ 
uable these private company dams 
are to the fishermen. Fishing bridg­ 
es are built by the companies near 
the dams and thousands of anglers 
utilize them. The Safe Harbor dam 
on the Susquehanna averages 23,900 
visits each year. The Conowingo dam 
was visited by 32,300 fishermen 
between June I and mid-September. 
These fishermen were not v is­ 
iting the dams for the scenery 
alone. At Conowingo they made a 
count of the fish caught. The num­ 
ber was 
156,0001 Most of these 
were catfish, which make mighty 
tasty eating. Also caught were crap­ 
pie, white perch, white shad, wall­ 
eyes, sunfish, smallmouth b a s s , 
largemouths, yellow perch, blue­ 
gills, rock bass, herring, hickory 
shad, eels, striped bass, and white 
suckers. Sounds interesting. 
But that isn’t all. In addition to 
these fishermen who had their fun 
right at the dam, there were 14,900 
who fished the lake formed by the 
dam. Who said the resulting Kinzua 
lake would be of no value?

PROPOSED LAWS 
A few more of the proposed laws 
which would affect the outdoorsmen 
include one which would allow arch­ 
ers to kill either sex if there is to 
be an open season on deer. We al­ 
ready have mentioned the one which 
would make it necessary to register 
any pistol, rifle, or shotgun at a 
cost of fifty cents before it could 
be carried in a car. 
Another law would make the coon 
a fur-bearing animal. Under this 
classification he also could be sold 
alive for any purpose. The animal 
has become so numerous that they 
apparently are giving the little ring­ 
tail the works. 


* * * 
OPEN DEER SEASON 
Housebill 472 would provide for 
an open season for deer hunting 
with the following game law amend­ 
ments: Section 501 would be changed 
to fix an open season on deer, De­ 
cember 2 to 6, 1957, and thereafter 
as fixed by resolution of the Game 
Commission. All special licenses 
for antlerless deer would be elimi 
nated. 
There would be an open season for 


the archers, and in Section 705 the 
restrictions as to visible antlers, 
weight, and age of legal deer would 


De removed. 
In the same bill is a bag limit 
change which would allow the killing 
of one male and one female pheasant 
in a single day. 


Worth 15 cents to the county treas­ 
urers is the proposal to have archery 
licenses issued by these officials 
who would become designated agents 
of the Department of Revenue. It 
would cost the applicant an additional 
15 cents. 


BUCKS DIE YOUNG 
The practice of shooting only buck 
deer in Pennsylvania has resulted 
in a short life expectancy on the 
part of the antlered ones. Very few 
live to be five years old. In captivity 
they live to fifteen or twenty. 
Over half the bucks killed each 
season are a little over one year 
old. And about a third of them are 
two and a half years old. Only six 
per cent of those brought in are 
over four years of age. 


This explains why so few trophy 
bucks now are being shot. They do 
not become sufficiently mature until 
they are four or five years old to 
provide really fine antlers.

REDUCE KILL

There is a definite desire and a 
need for additional new housing 
developments in W arren County ac­ 
cording to the Housing Committee 
of the Warren Area Chamber of 
Commerce which has just completed 
a survey designed to ascertain the 
hot cing requirements of the future. 
Furtherm ore, the committee a- 
grees that there is a need for 
some speculative building of high­ 
er price homes on a small scale 
and that there should be a m aster 
plan of the county whereby certain 
areas would be reserved for well 
laid out and attractive residential 
areas. 
The conclusions of the Housing 
Committee were drawn after a look 
at the results of the survey taken 
last fall. 5,000 survey forms were 
distributed throughout the county 
with 1,500 replies received indi­ 
cating present housing and interest 
in future housing. 
Of those returning the question­ 
naire 378 said that they were not 
satisfied with their present homes 
and were interested in building or 
buying a home within the next five 
years. 
Of that number 44% were inter­ 
ested in building, 33% in buying 
and 14% were undecided. 68% said 
they would like to buy or build in 
W arren borough or the immediate 
W arren area. 
Three bedroom ranch style de­ 
sign was the popular choice on the 
survey as 62% favored the ranch 
type and 59% indicated a need for 
three bedrooms. 20% wanted a two 
story house, however, and 15% de­ 
sire four bedrooms. Half of the 
surveys showed a preference for 
fram e construction with 24% in­ 
terested in masonry. 
Duane Wilder, Committee Chair­ 
man, reported to the committee 
that 16% of those answering would 
like to build this year, 37% in the 
next two years and 33% within five 
years. 29% said they are interested 
in building themselves while 30% 
would use a contractor. The rest 
were undecided. 
The questionnaire also asked for 
price range interest and 46% are 
thinking of homes in the $10,000 
to $15,000 bracket. However, 12% 
are interested in homes costing 
from $16,000 to $20,000 with 5% 
willing to spend m ore than $21,000 
on their dwelling. 28% listed $10,000 
o r less as their price range. 
One of the interesting aspects of 
the survey was the information con­ 
cerning the age of homes now being 
lived in. 15% of those answering 
said they were living in a house 21 
to 30 years old; 14% of the homes 
were 31 to 40 years old; 17% were 
homes from 41 to 50 year vintage; 


- d 17% said their house was at 
Avast 50 years old. 
About half of those turning in 
the survey were renting their p res­ 
ent homes; the other half owned 
theirs. Main reasons for dissat­ 
isfaction with present homes were 
too old, too small, and unfavorable 
location. 
Another unusual conclusion from 
the survey was the fact that 96 
persons said they were satisfied 
with 
their present housing but, 
nevertheless, were still interested 
in making a change to something 
better or newer. 
Members of the Chamber Hous­ 
ing Committee which met and dis­ 
cussed the survey were Mr. Wilder, 
Ludwig Peterson, Irvin Rader, Rich­

The group intends to meet again 
to continue study of the problem and 
attempt to find suitable answers for 
the housing needs of this area.
